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REPORT OF 

THE MAYOR. 



To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the City of Rutland: 

Believing that the financial condition of our city 
is the question which interests its citizens more than 
any other, it gives me pleasure to state that the net 
indebtedness of the city has been reduced $35,550 90 
during the past year, At the beginning of the year 
there was an outstanding temporary loan warrant 
amounting to $20,000, which was issued to pay the in- 
debtedness of the year 1902. This indebtedness has 
been reduced $13,500, the outstanding warrant at the 
end of the year 1903 being only $6500. The sinking 
fund has been increased by the appropriation of $9500 
and by $2550 90 accrued interest.

In arriving at the net debt of the city no account 
has been taken of the assets represented by real 
estate, outstanding accounts or unpaid taxes. 
Nothing but actual cash assets available for the pay- 
ment of debts have been considered. 

The fixed charges of the city, including the 

[2] 
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geoeral account, have averaged about $126,000 each 
year and the average receipts about $157,000. The 
receipts have been increased the past year about 
$5500 by the sum received from liquor licenses, so 
that with the present grand list and rate of taxation 
there is only about $31,000, or about $36,000 in elud- 
ing the license fees, to meet the expenses of the 
street, sewer, sidewalk and water departments and 
the extra expenses liable to occur from year to year. 
I believe, however, that the outstanding temporary 
loan warrant of $(>500 may be paid during the year 
1904 and leave considerable money for doing perma- 
nent work.

April 1, 1903, I received a proposition from A. C. 
Grover to perform the duties of city engineer and 
superintendent of street and water departments at a 
salary of $800 a year provided he was allowed to do 
private work when his services were not required by 
the street committee or the City Council. Acting 
upon the advice of a majority of members of the board 
of aldermen I accepted his offer. There has also been 
one less assistant in his office, making a saving of 
$750 in the departments mentioned. 

I would have been glad to have seen more perma- 
nent work done on the streets, but we were in debt 
$20,000 at the beginning of the year; our interest 
account was increased thereby and we were hampered 
about borrowing money to pay current expenses until 
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we received funds from taxes. With these facts con- 
fronting me I determined to do less work and reduce 
the temporary loan warrant and interest accounts. 
Much-needed permanent work was done on West 
street hill, the street having been macadamized from 
Church street to Main street. The work has been 
done in a thorough manner, the gutters concreted, 
necessary catch basins built and the approaches from 
the side streets macadamized. The Center street 
hill has been resurfaced. 

I would mention West street from the railroad 
crossing to the Chaffee crossing, Library avenue and 
Pleasant streets, as some of the many streets where 
permanent work should be done, and I would suggest 
the completing of Park street. 

Considerable work has been done in the sidewalk 
and sewer departments. We have improved over two 
and one-third miles of sidewalks during the past year, 
4332 feet of this having been built of concrete; 
2075 feet of concrete walk having been resurfaced, 
and 5991 feet dressed with crashed stone. 

We have constructed about three-fourths of a 
mile of new sewers, making a total of 2? j4 miles of 
main sewers now in use. There are still several 
streets where sewers are needed and they should be 
constructed as soon as possible. 

More work should be done in the water depart- 
ment than has been done in the last few years. This 
is the one department that shows a large profit 
annually and it certainly should be kept up to the 
highest standard. 

The main on Crescent Street should be extended 
across East Creek to Pine Hill and connected with 
that section of the system west of East Creek. 

The old Gleason dam should be repaired, as from 
this source we obtain the purest water of the entire 
system. At present much of it is going to waste. 

There is an enormous amount of water wasted by 
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the consumers, and there seems to be but one solution 
of this problem and that is to install meters and es- 
tablish meter rates. If something is not done in this 
direction the day is not far distant when we shall have 
to look. for a new supply, which will make another 
issue of bonds necessary. 

It is with feelings of regret that I refer to the 
death of Mr. James Beattie, who served the city and 
the town as overseer of the poor for so many years. 
It is seldom that a city official serves so long and so 
faithfully and I feel that his death is a distinct loss to 
the citizens. Mr. James W. Beattie was appointed as 
successor and has proved himself well qualified to dis- 
charge the duties of the office. 

The reports of the various city officials will be 
found in detail and will contain recommendations 
worthy of careful consideration by the citizens of the 
city.

To the Honorable City Council: 

Gkntlembn: I respectfully submit herewith the 
eleventh annual report of the work done by the 
engineering, street, sewer and water departments of 
the city, 

STREET DEPARTMENT 
Mr. J. H. Lincoln took charge of the street work 
until April first, since which time Mr, ^C. F. Willis 
has attended to it. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

The hill on West Street has needed a large 
amount of attention for a number of years in order to 
keep it in a passable condition. This street has been 
macadamized from Church Street to Main Street with 
stone taken from the easterly end of Terrill Street 
Extension near Lafayette Street. This macadam 
roadway has been thoroughly constructed and on the 
steep portion of the street each gutter has been con- 
creted to prevent further wash by. storm water. The 
cost of the labor for the West Street work was two 
thousand and seventy dollars {$2,070 00); and the 
number of loads of stone used was fourteen hundred 
and twenty five. We also macadamized the ap- 
proaches from the side streets on to West Street;

which, together with the street itself, increases our 
permanent roadway by 7, 6f)0 square yards. 

In addition to the above work the hill on Center 
Street has been resurfaced at a cost for labor of two 
hundred and one dollars ($201) and by using one 
hundred and sixty-eight loads of crushed stone. 

All of the stone which we have used this year has 
been taken from a ledge in the extension of Terrill 
Street. That ledge is of a lime formation but is con- 
siderably harder and of a more uniform composition, 
and consequently much better for macadam work 
than the ledge where the old crusher is located on 
North Main Street. 

We have also graded an earth roadway on Hazel 
Street from Mr. Leavitt's house to Mr. Carroll's, a 
distance of 750 feet. Also, one on Melrose Avenue 
from Lincoln Boulevard to Mam Street, a distance of 
790 feet. 

CATCH BASINS 

Catch basins have been constructed at the follow- 
ing points: Pour on the north side of West Street 
between Elm and Main streets, one on the southwest 
corner of Court and West streets, one on the north 
side of Melrose Avenue east of the school house, one 
on the south side of Kendall Avenue at Nichols 
Street, one on the north side of North Street east of 
Lincoln Boulevard, and one on the north side of State 
Street west of Pierpoint Avenue. 

SEWER CONSTRUCTION 

We have constructed about three-fourths of a 
mile of new sewers; making a total of twenty-seven 
and one-half miles of main sewers now in use. There 
are still several streets in the city where sewers are 
greatly needed and should be constructed as soon as 
possible. As recommended in several previous re- 
ports, a storm drain to carry only surface water should 
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be built to relieve the drains in the vicinity of South, 
River and Spruce Streets, and also Merchants Row 
and Center Street.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 
The lines, grades and other engineering details of 
the work performed by the other departments have 
been duly given by us, recorded in the records of this 
office and card indexed to date. 

By glancing over former city reports we find that 
previous to the incorporation of the city in 1893 about 
one half of our present sewer system had been con- 
structed; of which the location of only a small per- 
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centage was definitely known. Whereas, now we 
have notes and plans which show the location, specials, 
size, grade, depth, etc., of all the sewers constructed 
in recent years. We also find that about ninety per 
cent of our improved roadways and walks have been 
constructed since 1893, These improvements should 
be properly cared for and extended each summer until 
all of our streets, sewers and walks are in first class 
condition throughout the entire year. 

BRIDGES 

The south sk'e of the roof on the Dorr bridge was 
leaking badly and has been shingled. The roof of 
the seventy-six bridge needs attention as early as 
possible in the spring in order to preserve the 
structure from deeav. 

All of the iron bridges except the Ripley bridge 
need overhauling and painting.

Twenty-nine new service pipes have been put in 
and eighteen old ones relaid. Also, seven services 
have been changed from the old to the new mains. 
In doing this work we havt laid 123 feet of one-inch 
and 1,093 feet of three-fourths inch galvanized iron 
pipe. We have also repaired fifteen leaks in the 
mains and twenty in the service pipes. 

The northwest section of the city is still supplied 
by only one eight-inch main which is laid in West 
Street. Such a state of affairs is unsafe on account of 
the liability that the single feed main may break in 
such away as to cut off the supply of water from that 
part of the city for two uv three days until a tem- 
porary pipe could be laid and connected. Con. 
sequently, one more large main at least should be laid 
across East Creek connecting the pipes of that section 
to those of the east side. 

HEAD OF WATER WORKS 

We have laid a twelve-inch pipe from the stone 
gallery into the lower settling pond and filled the 
gallery sufficiently to allow of ils being cleaned by 
draining it through said pipe and the mud pipe of the 
pond. 

The reservoir at the Gleasoo Head has not been 
rebuilt but will have to be this coming year.

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 

This branch of the service has been faithfully 
looked after by the superintendent, R. D. Beals. 
The change from the gravity to the storage system 
has resulted not only in obtaining better service than 
it is possible to exact from the old system but is 
saving to the city double the cost of the change. 

A few sections of the city still exist which should 
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be better protected by the installation of signal 
boxes and I respectfully recommend the purchase of 
two such boxes, one to be at the corner of Robbins 
and Baxter streets, and one at the corner of Temple 
and Main streets. 

The outsides of the alarm boxes are in bad shape 
and need painting badly. 

CASUALTIES 

While responding to an alarm from box No. 45 
on May 36th, First Assistant Engineer John F. Corey 
was thrown from the wagon and killed. 

Thomas P. Reilly, driver at station No. 2, was 
badly hurt February 18 by starting out of the station 
with the horses before they were fully unhitched 
from the wagon. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For the improvement and efficiency of the depart- 
ment I desire to make the following recommendations 
which I deem essential and which I trust will meet 
with your approval. 

I would recommend the purchase of more horses, 
one span for the aerial truck, and one for station No. 
2, as one of the horses at that station is not safe for 
the service required of it 

I would recommend the purchase of 500 teet of 
hose to replace some that is poor. 

The outside of the building at station No. 2 needs 
painting badly and should be attended to this year. 
Also the hose wagons need painting and varnishing. 
They are in poor shape at the present time. 

CONCLUSION 

Before closing I desire to extend my sincere 
thanks to Mayor Temple, the committee on fire 
department and the common council for the many 
favors shown and the interest taken in all matters 
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appertaining- to the efficiency of the department, to 
the police for their promptness in times of fire, and 
lastly to the officers and members of the fire depart- 
ment for the manner in which they have performed 
the several duties assigned them upon more than one 
occasion the past year.

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REPORT OF THE 

FIRE MARSHAL 

To the Honorable City Council: 

I hereby tender you my third annual repor t as 
city fire marshal from January 1, 1903, to Januar y 1> 
1004: You will see by my report that I have not 
made as many inspections this year, for the rea» son 
that the fire last April, which damaged our own bv^i'd.- 
ing and stock, kept me more closely confined in lcz3°k- 
falg after the repairs, etc., which had to be m^s^e. 
But on making some of my inspections this last faT. I 
found the places in most cases in very good condit izion. 
It is almost impossible to stop some of the merch^3 nts 
from throwing their rubbish and papers out their b^ack 
doors, although the most of them are supplied T^nth 
receptacles for holding papers, etc., which keeps tfc3 era 
from getting scattered around. We have in this t^ity 
some very dangerous places, especially in the blcr»cks 
on the principal streets, where public halls are Ioc»- te d 
as well as being used for living apartments by ni— im ' 
bers of families, and not one of these has anyth ing 
in the way of a fire escape, and while I do not w ant 
to make any criticism on the part of the city coun cil, 
I do think from my own poini of view, from the 
places and buildings which 1 have occasion to inspect 
at different times in the year, and from the fires we 
have had, this city makes a great mistake in not h ^V- 
ing a pair of horses for the aerial truck, which sho Bid 
answer every alarm, in the business section, W i 1 * 1 
the most of these blocks arranged as they are, if a r^ire 
should start in the basement, and should shut off ""the 
stairway leading to these blocks, and in nearly ev^ery 
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case there is but one entrance, what means of escape 
have these people and families? Not any. While if 
the above truck was there at the same time as the hose 
wagons, how much good could be done in saving the 
people, as well as helping to get to a fire in the upper 
stories at. once; and time lost in going for the truck 
is valuable, as welPas taking one team and men that 
are needed at the fire. I sincerely hope that your 
Honorable Body will see the need of this truck as I 
see it, and not- wait until it is too late. I have had 
occasion to stop several parties from having bonfires 
too near buildings; some are very careless about this. 
I want also to say right here that the department did 
great work in the Buxton and Dunn blocks last April, 
and I want to thank them in behalf of estate of J. C. 
Dunn for stopping the fire where they did, without 
any more damage. We have been very fortunate 
with fires this past season, with the exception of the 
above fires, and our department has rendered valuable 
assistance at large fires in West Rutland and Center 
Rutland. Since the great fire in Chicago, the people 
ail over the country have been aroused, as to having 
public buildings better equipped with fire escapes, for 
the protection of the public, which is a good thing, and 
is a thing that should not be neglected. 
The state board of health has appealed to 
the city councils in the different cities in our state, 
to see that this law is enforced. I also want to say 
right here, that the part of the city ordinance per- 
taining to the erection of new buildings and repairs on 
old buildings within the fire district has not been en- 
forced as it should be, until recently. This is a very 
essential thing, and should be enforced, as it not only 
makes property less hazardous, but it tends to lessen 
the rates of insurance. I want to thank Chief Dunton 
for the assistance he has given me the past year in 
trying to remedy the hazardous conditions that exist 
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in our city, I have made the following inspections, 
and sent out the following notices the past year;

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REPORT OF THE 

CHIEF OF POLICE 

To the Honorable City Council: 

As required by the city ordinances, I respectfully 
present to your honorable board my report as chief of 
police for the year ending December 31, 1903. 

Your police force now consists of a chief, four 
regular patrolmen, and thirty nine special policemen, 
one of whom is doinff " regular " duty. I have had 
frequent occasion to call upon onr '* specials" the past 
year. This was due to sickness ou our "regular" 
staff, and on certain occasions where extra police ser- 
vice'was absolutely required. The "specials" are 
men most worthy of their office, and in every instance, 
when called upon, have performed their duties faith- 
fully and to my satisfaction, 

WHOLE NUMBER OF ARRESTS 

During the past year we have made 586 arrests, 
our blotter showing 558 male offenders, and 28 female 
offenders. 

CAUSES FOR ARREST 

The following are the causes for arrest Cruelty 
to' children, 1; non payment of car fare, 1; intoxica- 
tion, 439; keeping and selling, 9; petit larceny, 11; 
breach of the peace, 51; tramps, 13; grand larceny, 4; 
assault, 5; blanket act, 2; interference with officers, 1; 
furnishing, 4; loitering in the union depot, 3; 
deserters, 5; lodging. 9; assault with intent to kill, 1; 
receiving money under false pretenses, 1; bouse of ill- 
fame, 2 "burglary, 6; violation of the city ordinances, 
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1; gross lewdness, 1; beating hotel bills, 1; non sup 
port, 2; breaking car windows, 4; throwing fire 
crackers, fcj fast driving, 1; fraud, 1; selling without 
license, 2; not finding bail, 1; destroying fences, 3. 

In this connection your chief of police desires to 
call attention to the large number of arrests for in- 
toxication. 

In the majority of instances the offenders of onr 
present law have been people from outside our city. 
It would seem wise to incorporate an amendment in 
our present law governing the sale of liquor at our 
next legislative session providing that these outside 
offenders be returned to the towns from whence they 
came, and thus onr city would not be the general 
dumping ground of the whole state of Vermont. The 
following report of our grand juror, I submit as evi- 
dence of this abuse. 

GRAND JUROR'S REPORT ON PROSECUTIONS 

Rutland, Vt. » January, 1904. 
Edwin H. Lawson, Chief of Police, 

Rutland, Vt. 

Dear Sir: 

In the interest of your department, and for the 
information of the public in general, I herewith sub- 
mit the following report of prosecutions in both City 
and Justice Courts for the nine months beginning 
April 1, 1903, and ending January 1, 1904. These 
prosecutions cover the entire time to date that the 
new license law has been in effect. 

My records show the number of prosecutions as 
433,-238 being non-residents of the city, parties from 
other towns in the state, or outside the state entirely. 
There were 66 prosecutions of persons who had been 
committed to the House of Correction from Burling- 
ton, St. Albans, Barre and other cities and towns in 
the state, and after their titne was out at the House 
of Correction, were arrested for offenses committed 
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in our city, and returned to the House of Correction. 
There were 123 prosecutions of old offenders, or ones 
that I had prosecuted for offenses under the old law. 
There were 58 prosecutions for breach of the peace, 
and 72 prosecutions for the various other offenses 
under the criminal statutes. 

Among the 433 prosecutions, I find that 23 were 
women — six of whom were under 18 years of age, 
and nine boys under 20 years of age. Therefore, my 
records show 303 prosecutions for intoxication since 
the new law became operative, and with over 200 non- 
residents, which include the 66 from the House of 
Correction, the number of arrests for drunkenness of 
our own residents has been no more than in former 
years under the old prohibitory law.

PROTECTION OF PROPERTY 

With their usual and highly commendatory re 
gard not only for our citizens' protection, but for their 
property as well, our policemen have, during the year 
past, found seven frontdoors unlocked, with nine rear 
doors in the same condition. The proprietors have, in 
every ease, been instantly notified. Your patrolmen 
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have on different occasions found goods and wares on 
the sidewalks after the stores were closed. It is need- 
less to state that all such property was returned to its 
owners, and with promptness. 

THE POLICE FORCE 

Again, as before, I must acknowledge that Rut- 
land possesses a set of regular patrolmen and 
" specials " which are a credit to any city in the land. 
In all the requirements established, not only by law 
and city ordinances, but by common sense as well, 
I cannot refrain from my tribute of admiration and 
commendation. In this I am not alone, for I am con- 
fident that the best of our citizens, safe guarded by 
their zealous care, can but regard our police force as 
an honorable body of men, and efficient and prompt 
in their. services. 

CONCLUSION 

I wish to express my thanks to Mayor Temple and 
your honorable board, my keen appreciation of their 
hearty co-operation in earning out the law of this 
our state and of our city.

Contagious diseases during the year, you will 
observe, show a marked decrease in the number re- 
ported over that of a year before. 

Last year we bad reported 468 cases, while of the 
same diseases this year we have had only 51. While 
we have been so very fortunate, I cannot believe it is 
due wholly to luck, but largely to improved sanitary 
surroundings and conditions and to the care of the 
public in isolating all communicable diseases. 

This it seems to me is sufficient reason to enforce 
the sanitary regulations and to further provide for a

larger and more convenient isolation hospital ; a 
place where no one could possibly object to going, no 
matter what their home surroundiugs. 

And in case of a contagious disease being 
brought into town and lodged at any one of our hotels 
or boarding houses, they could be taken out and away 
at the shortest notice. 

The present building is too small and too incon- 
venient to get at in severe weather and the construc- 
tion is deplorable. 

For instance there is noway to shut off the water 
except by crawling through a twelve-inch hole in the 
floor and then disconnecting the pipes. 

If we are to leave a house unoccupied great care 
has to be taken with the water pipes, traps, etc., and 
it should be arranged so as to be put in use at once. 

The heating and ventilation apparatus should be 
simple, sensible and ready for use all the time. 

Your attention has been called to this matter 
before and I cannot urge too strongly the need of 
immediate action, in providing a thoroughly com- 
fortable building where we can take anyone afflicted 
with an infectious or contagious disease. 

Such a building would be of incalculable benefit 
to tbe citizens of our city. The present method of 
quarantining works a very great hardship upon many 
who are obliged to live in small quarters. 

To my mind there is no treatment so efficacious 
as removal, isolation, cleansing and disin fection. I 
think this is absolutely proven by the single case of 
small pox that we have just removed from a noted 
hostelry. 

In the matter of diphtheria we certainly would 
have had seven less cases, and with a thorough en- 
forcement of the plumbing laws, we could have 
avoided six other cases, for I feel positive that they 
were due to the insanitary condition of the dwellings. 
In both houses the sink drains were open into the liv-

ing rooms and in the other the sewer is wide open in 
the cellar, where are kept the family vegetables. 

The owner has time and time again been ordered 
to make proper connections with the sewer. 

The number of cases of typhoid fever was a little 
in excess of the previous year with one less death; 
this number (1?) is too many and it ought to remind 
us that we are not doing all we ought to eliminate 
this dread disease. 

The calamitous outbreak of typhoid at Ithaca 
where there were some 900 cases and later at the City 
of Butler where there were over 1800 cases ought to 
stir us to action and to see to it that no such epidemic 
threatens us. 

The conditions are right for just such an epidemic 
and I have called your attention to it in my previous 
reports. 

A few dollars appropriated each year, of the 
water receipts, which are ample, would in a very 
short time buy out the most dangerous places, and a 
systematic policing of the water shed would be worth 
more to the water takers than many times the cost if 
only in the feeling of security. 

The people are paying for it and they have the 
right to demand the most complete protection. 

That we have not had such an epidemic is sheer 
good luck on which we cannot always depend and I 
may be pardoned for quoting from one of the leading 
medical journals. 

"The familiar and critical situation of an un- 
priced, unprotected watershed, on which cases of 
typhoid fever have been allowed to develop nn watched 
and apparently without efficient control of any kind, 
has finally culminated in the disaster at Ithaca and 
Butler. 

"In pessimistic moments one is tempted to con- 
jecture, how many other smoldering foci of typhoid 
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exist in various parts of the country, only waiting for 
a series of untoward accidents to fan them into flame. 

"It is perhaps a legitimate inquiry as to just how 
many such catastrophes will be needed to implant a 
sense of responsibility in the minds of water works 
officials and local boards of health. 

"In some communities it is not a matter of great 
difficulty to recover large damages from corporate 
authorities for personal injuries due to broken side- 
walks or defective highways, 

"Sooner or later a similar sensitiveness will be 
aroused concerning the liability of some responsible 
organization for the distribution of infected drinking 
water. 

" In the light of our present knowledge of sani- 
tary matters and modes of infection one is disposed 
to ask whether it is reasonable for those in charge of 
the public health of a community to allow themselves 
to be diverted by new systems of plumbing and 
garbage disposal away from the vitally important 
matters of water supply and milk supply. 

" The usual vehicles of infection and methods of 
transfer of specific disease germs are now so clearly 
understood that public opinion will not content itself 
much longer with the explanation of an unpreventa- 
ble accident. 

"With two such terrible illuminating examples 
as Ithaca and Butler to light the way to reform, it is 
evident that the most intelligent opinion in future 
will hardly be satisfied with the vague statement that 
a typhoid epidemic is due to a fortuitous concourse of 
circumstances. 

"The question of responsibility will soon become 
as conspicuous in the matter of typhoid epidemic as it 
is already fast becoming in railroad accidents. 

" If civilized communities are unable to keep in- 
fectious material of disgusting origin out of their 
drinking water, it is a humiliating confession of im- 
potence. 
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" Let us hope that the Butler epidemic will at 
jeast help to put an end to laxity and indifference.*' 

We have been remarkably fortunate in the matter 
of small pox, having had but five cases and these were 
so soon discovered and isolated that the disease was 
prevented from spreading. 

One very provoking occurrence and one that 
caused us no little uneasiness, that of a .ihoe 
drummer who came into the city, stopped at one of 
our principal hotels and visited some of our stores 
when broken out, will show how lucky we were when 
I have to report but one case developing from the 
numerous exposures. 

Every precaution was taken, all suspects were 
vaccinated and kept under close medical supervision 
during the possible period of incubation. 

The patient was removed to the isolation hospital, 
the apartments disinfected twice with formaldehyde 
gas and thoroughly cleansed. 

Over 130 persons were vaccinated, the hotel was 
not closed and the loss of business to the house was 
immaterial.

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Report of" the President 

OF THE 

Board of School Commissioners 



To the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 

Our system of New England popular education is 
well intended to give every boy and girl an equal 
start in life, so far as free public schools will thus 
prepare them to meet the duties and responsibilities 
of life. It is the duty of every good citizen to see to 
it that the children derive the greatest possible bene- 
fit from the public schools. 

School buildings properly equipped must be pro- 
vided. A common school is the preparatory school 
and the high school the institution where nearly all 
our boys and girls will complete their education, so 
far as the public schools contribute to that result: 
hence the commanding importance of making these 
schools in proficiency all that human effort and super- 
vision can possibly make them. It must be gratifying 
to note that our school population is still on the in- 
crease, the gain being 32 in the average attendance 
last year. The kindergarten schools are very suc- 
cessful with an attendance of 137 children. The com- 
mercial department is a popular branch of the city 
schools, the attendance being 78. Ten more teachers 
are now employed over the force engaged six years 
ago. You will note by this that there has been a 
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gradual increase in the demand upon us to provide 
teachers to keep up with the increased school attend- 
ance. 

- The tax payers must realize that the school com- 
missioners find it very hard to accommodate pupils in 
our present school buildings. We are renting four 
buildings for school purposes in order to meet the 
demand upon us. Notice the crowded condition of 
nearly every school building in the city. Over 500 
pupils reside in wards 1 and 2 alone, and many of 
these have to be provided for as best we can in build- 
ings situated in other wards to the west. The Park 
Street building, ward 11, has now 200 pupils against 
159 last year, and 25 or 30 of these have to be seated 
in the hallways, there not being sufficient room inside 
the regular school rooms in that building. This con- 
gested condition ought not to be tolerated. 

The High School building especially shows what 
we have to contend with, as there is a registration of 
nearly 300 scholars and no chance to increase the 
number because of the lack of room. The School 
Board made necessary changes in that building par- 
tially to meet the call for more room, but we should 
have a new High School building at once, unless you 
wish us to turn away many pupils who desire to com- 
plete the course. If the funds for the erection of a 
new High School building are voted, and this action 
should certainly be taken, the old High School build- 
ing could be used for the accommodation of the Com- 
mercial and other grades so as to relieve all the 
crowding, and stop the paying of rent for outside 
buildings, providing also for future growth. More 
tuition pupils could then be received, which would 
add to the income. The interest on the debt con- 
tracted to pay for this new building would practically 
be provided for by the saving of rents, cost of repairs, 
and the extra income from tuition, so that scarcely 
any burden would be imposed on the tax payers. 
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The expense for the school year is $32 92 per 
capita. We refer you to the .School Manual for a 
further report of the schools for the year ending July 
1, 1903, and to the report of the Superintendent of 
Schools for full statistics.
